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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 7-20 are pending in the application, claims 14-20 are withdrawn from 
consideration. Claims 5 and 6 have been cancelled. 

2. Amendments to the claims, filed on June 9, 2008, have been entered in the above- 
identified application. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Newly submitted claims 14-20 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Inventions of the original claims 
and the newly submitted claims are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate 
product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are patentably distinct 
(MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be usefril as cling 
wrap and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing of record to 
show them to be obvious variants. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 14-20 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 
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REJECTIONS 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior OfHce action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. Claims 1-4 and 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakajima et al. (WO 01/023 16) with English translation (U.S. Patent No. 6,863,956). 

Nakajima discloses an object (title) consisting of a single layer of synthetic thermoplastic 
adhesive material (col. 5, lines 33-37). The object has a contact surface that is rough, where Rz 
is in a range from 40\i to lOOji, more specifically 55(a to 70^ (col. 14, lines 33-35). The rough 
adhesive material is deemed to contact surfaces occupy the entirety of the opposite sides of the 
object (figure 1). 

Nakajima fails to disclose that the adhesive device is disk-shaped/ annulus with a central 

hole. 

It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to change the shape of adhesive, 
since a modification would have involved a mere change in size of the adhesive. A change in 
size or shape is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent 
unexpected results. MPEP 2144.04 (I) and (IV). Furthermore, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have been motivated to change shape in order adapt the adhesive to different surfaces. As 
evidenced by U.S. Patent No. 5,552,177, U.S. Patent No. 5,735,889, and U.S. Patent No. 
5,792,176 adhesives can be made in to disk shapes to suit different user needs. 
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The limitation "for use as an intermediate between parts" is deemed to be a statement 
with regard to the intended use and is not further limiting in so far as the structure of the product 
is concerned. In article claims, a claimed intended use must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. MPEP § 21 1 1 .02. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have an arithmetic mean roughness Ra lines in the range from 6^ to 25 ^, more 
specifically 10^ to 15^, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill 
in the art in absence of showing unexpected results. MPEP 2144.05 (II). 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANTS ARGUMENTS 

6. Applicant's arguments in the response filed June 9, 2008 regarding the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection over Nakajima of record have been carefully considered but are deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that Nakajima is directed to an interlayer for laminated glass and there 
is no indication that a hole would be desirable in a laminated glass interlayer and the examiner 
has provided no evidence that a hole in glass interlayers is known or desirable. 

The interlayer of Nakajima is just an adhesive. As evidenced by U.S. Patent No. 
5,552,177, U.S. Patent No. 5,735,889, and U.S. Patent No. 5,792,176 adhesives can be made in 
to disk shapes to suit different user needs. Further examples of "interlayer" adhesives safety 
glass with holes are found in U.S. Patent Nos. 6,503,357 and 4,805,541 . Therefore, since 
adhesive are know to have holes and come in different shapes and sizes, it would have been an 
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obvious matter of design choice to change the shape of adhesive, since a modification would 
have involved a mere change in size of the adhesive. 

Applicant argues Nakajima doesn't disclose the arithmetic mean rugosity of claim 8 and 
that it is not a recognized result-effective variable. 

It has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art in absence of 
showing unexpected results. Applicant has not shown unexpected results.
